29. yet moſt zealous againft thoſe that 
prophaned the Temple, ate 18. and againſt hy- 
poctites, Man. 23. we read little of either of them in 
their private liſe.

Moſes received the Law from God, and delivered it to /[- 
rael as a mediator, not of redemption, but of Prophe- 
ticall Miniſtey, Gal. 3. 19, but Chriſt not onely received 
the Law, but fulfilled it, and not only brings the Law, 
but grace alſo, ob. 1. 17. and is Mediator of a new Covenant, 
and ſurety of a beiter Teſtament, Heb.

Moſes delivered a perfect rule both for Doctrine and Wor- 


ſhip, even unto the ſmalleſt things in the houſe of God: 
So hath Chriſt given us under the New Teſtament a moſt 
perfect rule; to which nothing can be added, nor from 
it diminiſhed, nor altered in it, Matth.28.20. 4 Both 
ſuffered much in their Miniftery, . Moſer faſted forty 
dayes and forty nights in the mount alone, being to deli- 
ver the Law: Cbriſt faſted forty daies and forty nights in 


the wilderneſſe alone, being to preach the Goſpell. Mo- 


ſes was rejected of the Hebrews, for whoſe good he came, 
Exod. 2. 14. So Chriſt came to his own, and bw ewne recei- 


ved bim not, Joh.1.11.and 19.

Wee 
have an exact chronalogy in Scripture, from Adam, to 
the firft year of Cyrus his reigne, and from the firſt of Cy- 
na, to the death of this Jeſus, 'the'onely true Meſſiah, are 
exactly foure hundred foutſcore and ten years: yea, fo 
exact is this account, that by à skil full Arichmetician, 
the very houre may be exactly calculated from the An- 
gels meſſage to Daniel, at the time of the evening obla- 
tion, unto the voice uttered by Chriſt at che nineth hour.

He proves that ſach workes are demonſtrative, con- 
vincing proofes of the true Meſſigh, by two Arguments: 
1. By Gods teſtimomy in them, God did them by bim; 
which he notes in fition to the blaſphemous ſug- 
geſtion of the Phariſees,” that he wrought them by the 
power of Beelzebub, Mas. 12. 24. and to ſhew that the 
Man- hood of Chriſt was inabled by his God - head to 
worke theſe; to prove that he was Immanuel, God and 
Man, the Sonne of God, with whom God the Father 
worketh in eſſentiall union. Whence he faith, My Fa- 
ther worketb bitberto, and I werke, Joh. 5. 17. when he 
ſpake of his Miraculous healing one that had been ficke

ſtood ( though they ſought to kill bim for it) was, in effect, 
to make bimſelfe equal With God, ver.

1 That the Signes and Wonders wrought by Jeſus 
Chriſt were true Miracles will appeare, if we conſi- 
der the nature of a true Miracle. A Miracle is an o- 
peration above, and beyond the conſtituted order of Na- 


ture: I ſay, of conftituted order of Nature: to diſtinguiſh | 


it from Creation, I ſay, beyond and above that order) 
to diſtinguiſh mirabilia, from miracula; for there are cer- 
taine ſecret vertues, or powers of Nature unknowne 
to hamanereaſon, whence ariſe workes, which we are 
apt to judge to be Miracles, when they are not: ſome of 
theſe ſeeming Miracles deceive only the fimple, not thoſe 
that are learned and skilfull in the natures of things, O- 
thers may deccive all men, and may be done by the De- 
vill, who hath a further inſight into the natures of 
things, then any man hath, yet they are not Miracles, 
they amount not- unto the making of ſomething out 
of nothing, which is the proper worke of the Divine 
power, „ 55 
Againe, I fay, beyond (not contrary to the conſtituted 
order of Nature) as to make a thing both co be, and not 
to be at the ſame inſtant, and in the ſame reſpect; which 
is ſimply impoſſible. A Miracle properly ſo called, is a- 
bore the conſtituted order, either in reſpect of the work 
done, or of the manner of doing. f 

I In reſpect of the worke done; as when the Dead is 
raiſed, the Soule neither having an active power to 
parry : unite 
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unite it ſelſe to the body, nor the Carkaſſe, ( eſpecially 
being reſolved into its principles) a paſſive power of re- 
ceiving the Soule; fo when the blinde are made to fee, 
wanting either viſive ſpirits, or an optick nerve, to 
tranſmit the ſpirits to the eyes, in theſe ſomething is made 
of nothing, and ſo the work it felfe is a Miraele. 


2 In reipect of the manner of doing; as when diſeaſes 


which might be cured in time, by Art, and by 1, 67% 
are cured without the help of ſecond cauſes perfeRly, in 
an inſtant, witkout paine, or alteration in the body, 
ſave that which appeares in the event. Here againe ſome- 
thing is. made ot nothing; To apply theſe rules to the 


Wonders wrought by Chrift ; the foure Evangelifts re- 


cord ac Ieaſt forty five Miracles wrought. by Chriſt in the 
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three yeares and halfe of his Miniſtry beſides thofe at 


his Death, when the vaile of the Temple rent, the Earth 
quaked, the Rockes rent, the Graves opened, and many 
bodies of the Saints which flept, aroſe, and came out of 
the Graves, and went into the holy City, and appeared 
unto many. From obſervation of ſome of theſe, the 


Centurion, and they that were with him watching Je- 
ſus, ages grenety, and faid, Truly ibis was the Son of God, 


Ma. 27.54. And after his Reſurrection he wrought a- 
nother Miracle at the fea of Tibenia, which caufed 7 
to ſuy unto Peter, It is the Lord, Joh.

ming were done, and fo conſtant, that they are uncon- 
faced by any, though there were many adverſaries 
in thoſe times. Now theſe reports were ſuch; for, 
I, They were made by eye-witneſſes, Lake 1. 1, 2. 
Job. 21. 24. 2. They have been conſtantly beleeved, 
and confirmed by the conſent of many that lived in 
thoſe times, without any oppolition, contradiction, or 
confutation of Adverſaries unto this day. 3. When a 
report is ſuch, that if the Authors of it ſhould lye, they 
muſt neceſſarily be judged not only wicked, but Mad- 

men, or fooles, becauſe they appeale unto thoſe to whom 
they write, as knowing the truth thereof. Thus did the 
Evangeliſts. And Paul urgeth the ſignes of an Apoſtle 
wrought by him, unto thoſe that could gain-ſay him, 
ifhe ſpake falſe; no Impoſtor deth ſo. 4. When a Re- 
port is ſuch, that it extorteth the implicic conſent of Ad- 
verſaries,in as much as when they could not refute the re- 
port, they only laboured to ſuppreſſe ſpeech of it, and to 
detra from the true honour of the power whereby it 
was wrought, what they could; Thus it was in this caſe, 
For the ancient Fewes could not, did not deny that theſe. 
Miracles were wrought by Chriſt, but contended that he 
did them by Beelzebub. But that ſlander Chriſt himſelfe 
conſuted unanſwerably, Mat. 12. 25. Some of them 
eavill that he did them by Magick, which they ſeigne, 
that the Learned in opt flying thicher from Irbeſtua, 


the Sonne of Peracbia, in the dayes'of Alexander Tanne. 


They grant the thing done by Chrift, but put it off with 
a figment that contradifethic ſelfe. For Chriſt was not 
then borne, and though by reaſon of Hereds Tyranny 
he was carried into Apt, to fulfill the Propheſie, He/. 
1. . yet how could an Infant of a yeare or two old 
learn the Arts of the Zyyptions ? or how can ſuchthings 

be done by Magick, which are above the power of the

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Devil, as he have proved Chrifis Miracles to be, either 


in the things done, or in the manner of doing them? O- 
thers of them fay, they wrought them by the Name of 
Jehovah ( Schem bammepboraſch ) which they ſay, Chrift 
knew, and could pronounce it, and knew the force of ic, 
and wrought Miracles thereby; as alſo, fay they, Moſes 
did: for it was engraven upon his Staffe, whereby he di- 
vided the Sea, and made waters flow out of the Rocke.

Anuſw. They wrought bur few Miracles, and by a pow- 
erwhich was not their owne.; but Jeſus Chrift wrought 
many. fo many, ſaith obs, as if they were written, the world 
could nor containe the bookes, Job. 21. 25. and alt of them of 
his owne vertue and power. Whence alſo he gave the 
gift of Miracles to his Diſciples, through faith in his 
Name; and this Gift he continued in the Church for 
ſome time, 1 Cor. 12. 10. but the Apoſtles manner of 
working Miracles differed from Chrifts in two things. 

; N Chriſt wrought them in his owne Name, but they 

did them only in the name of Jeſus, either by invocati- 
on of his name, A. 9. 40. am. 5. 14, 15. or by com- 
mand in his name, AZ, 16. 18. 2. Chriſt could doe Mi- 

racles whenfoeyer he would;fo could not they:though the 
Apoſtles had received a gift to caſt out Devils, (Agi. 10. g. 

yet they could not exerciſe it at all times, Aa 7. 16. 
Faul could not reftore Epapbroditus;elfe he would not have 
ſuffered him to be ſo neare unto death, Phit. 2. 27. 

2 The ends for which Chriſt wrought Miracles, is tlie 
next thing to be conſidered, the generall, end was, to 
manifeft his glory, Job. 2.11, the particular ends were,

6, Now, the Miracles wroughc 
by this Jeſus, were ſuch as Iſaiab fore-told, as he told 
Fobn, Mat. 11. 5. and he challenged to be acknowledged 
for him that ſhould come, the Meſſiah, the Sonne of 
God, by his Miracles, Job. 5. 36. & 10. 38. For, firſt the 
Mefliah was to bruiſe the head of the Serpent, Gen. 3. 15. 
and this Jeſas the Son of God was manifeſted, that he 
might deſtroy the workes of the Devil, 1 Job. 3. 8. there- 
fore by hiscafting out Devils, he proved to the Phari- 
ſees, that the Kingdome of God was come unto them, 
AHaitb. 12. 28. 3 that Kingdome of the Meſſiab, 
whereof Daniel propheſied in Dan. 2. 44. And it js evi- 
dent that when this Jelus came to — the Goſpel, and

gainſt Chriſtian Religion, complained that it was no 


 _—marvaile, that for many yeares the Peſtilence had waſted 


the City, ſeeing Æſculapiu and the other gods were gone 


_ farreaway. For, ſaĩd he, ever ſince Jeſus was worſhipped, 


we can have no more benefit from the gods; which 
ſheweth the power of this Jeſus over all the gods of the 
Heathen, which yet were no gods, but Devils. And we 
know that in places where; whilt Popery was received, 
they were moleſted with Fairies, Hobgobl ins, &c. after 


the Goſpel was there imbraced, thoſe deluſions vaniſhed. 
So would it be with theſe peaxe; Indians, among whom 


we live in this Wilderneſſe, ifithey would receive the 
Soſpel, their Hobbomaceboes would have no more power 
to delude and terriſie them. 2, Jeſus: Chriſt came to 
ſeeke and fave loſt ones, Luke 19. 10. therefore all his Mi- 
racles tended to the good and benefit of men, which 
makes another conſiderable difference between the Mi- 
racles wrought by this Jeſus, and thoſe done by others. 
Sandry of the Miracles wrought by others tended to the 
puniſhment and hurt of men, as thoſe of Moſes, in the 
ten Plagues o : = and of Elieb, in-2 King. I. IO. 
and of Peter, Act. 3. 9. and. of Pal, AR. 13. 12. But all 
the Miracles which Chrift wrought tended only to the 
good of men; Indeed he ſhewed what he could doe the 


_ other way, in two mighty workes, Manb. 21. 19. Jeb. 


18. 6. yet he never did hurt to any, by his wonder - work- 
ing power, and gave this for the reaſon of it, Luke 9. 56. 
15 94% Sonne of Man & tot come to deſtroy; mens lives, but to 
3 To confirms the truth of the Goſpel, and the faith 
of men thereby, Job, 10, 37, 38. Hence he ſaid, The works - 
that I dee, beare witneſſe'of me, Joh. 5. 36. Miracles were 
added to the Goſpel, as the Kings Scal is unto: Charters, 

ſeales unto Covenants, for W 
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faith and aſſurance. And the Miracles wrought by 
Chriſt on the bodies of men, had a Symbolicall uſe, to 
drawthem to ſeeke unto him for the ſalration of their 
ſoules. Thus Hattbew ſaith, when he caſt out Devils, 
and healed thoſe that were ſicke, he did them, That it 
might be fulfilled which was ſpoken by Ilai ah the Prophet, ſaying, 
bimſelfe tooke our infirmities,. and bare our ſickneſſes, Matth. 8. 
16, 17. and therefore when he healed the man that was 
ſick ofa Palſie, he aid to him, Some, be of good comfort, 
thy ſons be forgiven tbee, Mat. 9. 2. And by his feeding five 
thouſand with five Loaves, and two Fiſhes,” he taught 
them, ſaying, Labour not for the meat that periſbeth, but for 
that which endureth to everlaſting life, Which the Sonne of Man 
Ball give, for him bath God the Father ſealed, Joh. 6. 26, 27. and 
he improved his healing the man that was borne 
blinde, to ſhew, that he is the Light of the world, Joh. 9. 5, 6.
